The huge circulation was
achieved even though there|
was a decline of 78,215 in|
June, 1968, over items bor-
rowed in June, 1967. Even
so, the total number of
books and magazines bor
rowed was a gain of 619,216
over the previous fiscal year,

decline in circulation (785,
510 for June, 1968, com
